It should be remembered, however, that the Massa- 
chusetts Congregational Charitable Society is concern- 
ed in this matter. This is an incorporated Society, of 
fifteen ministers and fifteen laymen, formed for the 
purpose of holding and managing funds for the Con- 
vention. It fills its own vacancies, and as one after 
another dies, very uniformly elects a Unitarian succes- 
sor. We believe it has now but three members, who 
are not Unitarians. ‘This Society, after appropriating 
to the relief of poor widows whatever, in its judgment, 
they ought to receive, has an annxal surplus left, of 
from $1,000 to $2,000, which is added to its capital. 
Now, how it can happen, that the widows will call 
down vengeance on the Orthodox, for preventing the 
inerease of funds which already yield so much more 
than those widows need, requires explanation. 

This year, as we have said, a Unitarian preacher 
has been chosen. The Moderator, on counting the 
votes, declared that the number of votes necessary to

Soon after 
this, the people of Texas rose in arms against the 
Mexican Government, and by their delegates assem- 
bled in convention, issued a Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, formed a constitution for themselves, and or- 
ganized a Government under it. That constitution I 
have not seen; but one of the earliest acts of that Gov- 
ernment was, to issue a proclamation, which I will

Whereas the 8th article of the general provisions of 
the constitution of the republic of Texas, provides that 
the ‘ importation or admission of Africans or negroes 
into this republic, excepting from the United States 
of America, is forever prohibited and declared to be

«Mr. Presivent,—I rise to submit a resolution, 
the truth of the sentiment of which may seem too ob- 
vious to need even stating, but which late events ap- 
pear to demand. 

Resolved, ‘That the international slave trade is, in 
all cases, a violation of moral principle, for which all 
who take part in it ought to be accounted infamous. 

The resolution speaks only of the international 
slave trade. It says nething of cases, in which slaves 
are sold from one state to another in the same nation; 
or in which a planter sells slaves to his neighbor on 
the next plantation. I will only say, that there are 
slaveholders,—imnen who think it their duty to retain 
their slaves,—who think it and call it sin to trade in 
human beings in any case whatever. This, however, 
is not the commerce to which the resolution refers. 1 
speak only of the international slave trade, by which 
the slave is transferred from the country of his birth to 
a foreign land. ‘This trade, 1 maintain, is m all cases 
a violation of moral principle, for which all who take 
part in it should be accounted infamous.

ring a favor which we should value. In the more 
| than Egyptian darkness with which sin hath blinded 
their minds, they really supposed that we should feel 
ours*ives honored, and should most willingly expend 
| Our treasure, and even go and lay down our lives for 
our dear friends, who have secured to us, by a con- 
| Stitutional provision, the exclusive right to carry on 
**that odious and abominable traffic.’’ They really 
| expected to buy our sympathy and aid, by thus se- 
curing to us a monopoly of “a trade, so atrocious 
and disreputable,”’ that, in the judgment of the whole 
civilized world ,—even in the judgment of Texas itself, 
officially expressed in this very proclamation, it stamps 
a petty chieftain on the coast of Africa, and those who 
trade with him, with infamy. 

Sir, I cannot, without indignation, speak, or even 
think, of this public, official attempt to bribe us into 
friendship, by conferring on us the exclusive use of 
this mode of making ourselves infamous:—this avowed 
attempt, by a foreign power, to place the United 
States in the same relation to them, which Africa has 
long sustained to every nation that permits the trade 
in slaves. I trust, the conscience of this nation will 
reject this infamous proposal. I submit the resolution, 
confident that it will be adopted, hoping that it will go 
forth into every part of our land, and that the voice 
of this nation, and of all nations, will pronounce, in 
tones that must be heard, that “ the international slave 
trade is, IN ALL CASES, a violation of moral princi- 
ple, for which all who take part in it ought to be ac- 
counted infamous.’
